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wt from Exa&neſs herein from a Perſon in your 
Station and Circumſtantes a hettet Judgment may 
be made hereof, than from numbers of Obſerva- 
tions too haſtily made; we calhot indeed ſde rhe 
Subſtance of Man's Being; ard fo truly note and 
compare his State before and after Inoculation, as 
weally to ſee, whether ir is made better or worſe 
thereby; yet ſome kind of Judgment hereof may 
be formed from ſuch Inſtances as are within our 
own Knowledge, and from the beſt Obſervations 
in ſuck Caſes we can make for a Length of Time, 
if you know of any better Way, than that intimated 
by this Letter to make a People ſee, whether Ino- 
eulation is a preſumptuous Stretch of Phyſick, and 
a deſtructive Piece of Quackery, or not? you 
ought now to oblige the Public with it, when ma- 
ny are running into the Practice with more haſte 
than can be with good ſpeed, to themſelves, their 
Neighbours and their Families.
